No. 1350-Z.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 9 (4) (iii) of the British 
Baluchistan Forest Regulation, 1890, and with the previous sanction of the Governor-General in 
Council, the Chief Commissioner in British Baluchistan is pleased to prescribe the following rules 
to regulate are shooting fishing, the poisoning of water, and the setting of traps or snares in, 
the State Ferests of British Baluchistan :-— ‘ 

I.—The poisoning or dynamiting of rivers or other waters is absolutely prohibited. 

Il.—Hunting, shooting, fishing, snaring or trapping of any description shall not be allowed, 
save under a license granted by the Deputy Conservator of Forests in Baluchistan, 
to be current for the period mentioned in the license: provided that, with the sanc- 
tion of the Revenue Commissioner, the Deputy Conservator may, on due cause bei 
shown, permit by order in writing and free of charge, during spociied periods, the 
hunting and shooting of any animal or animals dangerous to life. 

III,—A license granted under these rules shall not be transferable. 

IV,—Every person to whom a license has been granted under these rules, and who is found 
hunting, shooting, fishing, snaring for trapping in any forest to which these rules 
apply, shall, on the demand of any Forest Officer or Police Officer, produce his 
license, ‘ 

V (i). —The Deputy Conservator of Forests may, at his discretion, close any State Forest 

altogether against hunting and shooting, at such seasons and for such periods as
